WASHINGTON Chastened by heavy criti- 
cism from lawmakers, a grim-faced BP 
Chief Executive Tony Hayward insisted 
Thursday he was “devastated with this ac- 
cident” in the Gulf of Mexico and denied 
shunning probing questions from Con- 
gress on the nation’s worst oil spill. 

“I’m not stonewalling,” Hayward told a 
House investigations subcommittee, re- 
sponding to repeated suggestions that he 
was dodging questions. 

Hayward said he was “deeply sorry” 
for the spill gushing now for more than 
eight weeks. “I understand the serious- 
ness of the situation, the frustrations 
and fears that continue to be voiced,” he 
said. 

Even before he began testifying, Hay- 


ward had to endure more than an hour of 
mostly unrelenting criticism from Demo- 
crats and Republicans alike. 

“We are not small people, but we wish 
to get our lives back,” Rep. Bart Stupak 
(D-Mich.), the subcommittee chairman, 
told Hayward, throwing back at the oil gi- 
ant comments made the day before by BP 
Chairman Carl-Henric Svanberg—about 
how BP sympathized with the “small peo- 
ple” of the Gulf—and Hayward’s earlier re- 
mark that he wanted his “life back.” 

Later, Hayward appeared unflappable 
during a tense exchange with Rep. Henry 
Waxman (D-Calif), chairman of the full 
House Energy and Commerce Commit- 
tee. Speaking slowly and calmly in his 
clipped British accent, he sought to deflect 
accusations—based on internal BP docu-

ments obtained by congressional inves- 
tigators—that BP chose a particular well 
design that was riskier but cheaper by $7 
million to $10 million. 

Hayward repeatedly said that he didn’t 
make those design choices as CEO. “I 
wasn't involved in any of the decision- 
making,” Hayward told Waxman, adding 
that it was clear there were discussions of 
the subject among the well’s engineering 
team. 

“What’s clear to me,” Waxman inter- 
rupted, “is that you don’t want to answer 
our questions.” 

“You're not taking responsibility,” the 
congressman added. “You’re kicking the 
can down the road and acting like you have 
nothing to do with ... this company. I find 
that irresponsible.”

$20 billion fund 

A leading House Republican accused the White 
House on Thursday of a “$20 billion shake- 
down” by requiring BP to establish a huge fund 
to compensate those hurt by the Gulf Coast oil 
spill. Rep. Joe Barton of Texas spoke at the start 
of a House hearing where Hayward appeared 
for the first time before Congress. 


Relief well 

A relief well meant to staunch a gushing flow 
of oil into the Gulf of Mexico is ahead of sched- 
ule and could reach its target in three to four 
weeks, Coast Guard Adm. Thad Allen said. He 
said a rig has drilled nearly 10,000 feet below 
the seafloor and should be within 10 feet of the 
existing well within weeks. 


How much? 

As of Thursday morning, the BP well had 
gushed between 66 million and 120 million 
gallons of oil into the Gulf of Mexico, based 

on government daily spill rate figures. Newly 
disclosed documents obtained by the AP show 
that after the Deepwater Horizon sank, BP 
made a worst-case estimate of 2.5 million gal- 
lons a day flowing into the Gulf of Mexico.

The 
woman, identified 
as Diane Wilson, 
shouted from the 
back of the room, 
“You need to be 
charged with a crime.” Capitol police grabbed 
her and took her from the room. Wilson, 61, a 
fourth-generation fisher from Seadrift, Texas, 
and other protesters then milled in the hall. 
Wilson’s hand was stained black. Ann Wright, 
63, of Honolulu, wore a BP hard hat, overalls 
and sunglasses adorned with dollar signs. “BP 
doesn't really care about this,” she said, pulling 
out an oil-stained rubber ducky.

Burge breaks years of silence, denies allegations of police torture

A former police lieutenant whose name 
has become synonymous with police bru- 
tality in Chicago ended years of silence 
about allegations that suspects were tor- 
tured under his watch, tearfully testifying 
Thursday at his perjury trial that he never 
beat, shocked or suffocated anyone into 
giving confessions. 

“No sir, I did not,” Jon Burge said in fed- 
eral court. 

For years, the mention of Burge’s name 
has triggered anger in the black commu- 
nity over allegations made by dozens of 
men that Burge and his officers tortured 
them into confessing to crimes. And when 
Burge—who was fired in 1993 over alleged 
mistreatment of 


a suspect—re- “This isan

Burge’s reputation as a ruthless interro- 
gator stood in contrast to the frail, white- 
haired old man on the witness stand. 

“This is an emotional topic for you?” de- 
fense attorney Marc Miller asked. 

“Yes it is,” said Burge, who wiped away 
tears with a tissue that U.S. District Judge 
Joan Lefkow gave him. 

Burge has pleaded not guilty to lying in 
a civil lawsuit when he denied seeing or 
participating in the torture of suspects. His 
testimony follows that of five men who say 
Burge and officers under his command tor- 
tured them during the 1970s and 1980s to 
elicit confessions to crimes ranging from 
robbery to murder. 

The testimony of those men echoed 
what others have long said: Black men sus- 
pected of crimes didn’t leave interrogation 
rooms until they told Burge and his detec- 
tives what they wanted to hear. 

More than 100 victims have said the tor-

ture started in the 1970s and persisted until 
the 1990s at police stations on the city’s 
South and West sides. 

But Burge, who began his testimony by 
walking jurors through his lengthy police 
career and commendations from the po- 
lice department and the U.S. Army, denied 
ever abusing Anthony Holmes and Melvin 
Jones, both of whom testified for the pros- 
ecution. 


Burge lost his composure when asked 
about allegations that he and others held 
Andrew Wilson down against a hot radia- 
tor, suffocated and tortured him with elec- 
tricity, Wilson ultimately was convicted of 
killing two Chicago police officers in 1982. 

Earlier, defense attorney Marc Martin 
said Burge planned to testify that he was at 
a police headquarters news conference at 
the time.

Ali Ata, an associate of fundraiser Antoin 
“Tony” Rezko and the former head of the 
Illinois Finance Authority, on Thursday re- 
peated his claim from Rezko’s 2008 trial that 
he was named to his post after giving campaign 
contributions to then-Gov. Rod Blagojevich. 

His testimony came in the federal corrup- 
tion trial of Blagojevich, who has pleaded not 
guilty to trying to get a payoff in return for the 
appointment to the US. Senate seat Barack 
Obama gave up after his election as presi- 
dent. He has also pleaded not guilty to plotting 
to use the powers of the governor’s office to 
launch a racketeering scheme. 

Ata, 58, said he showed up at Rezko’s real 
estate office with a $25,000 check in August 
2002 and met Rezko, Blagojevich, fundraiser 
Christopher Kelly and legislator Jay Hoffman. 

“Mr. Rezko indicated that I continued to be 
a team player,” Ata said. “And I had expressed 
interest in joining the administration.” 

Rezko then put Ata’s $25,000 check on the 
table in front of Blagojevich. 

“Mr. Blagojevich thanked me for my sup- 
port and he had asked Mr. Rezko whether we 
had discussed opportunities in the new admin- 
istration,” Ata said. 

Rezko already had asked him to identify jobs 
he might want, Ata said, and Ata had pointed 
to the Capital Development Board or in trans- 
portation or human services. 

After Blagojevich was elected, Ata said he 
was at a celebration at Rezko’s home attend- 
ed by Alonzo “Lon” Monk, Kelly and Chicago 
Ald. Richard Mell, Blagojevich’s father-in-law. 

After Rezko and Ata had identified the IFA 
as a state job for him, Ata said Rezko had a 
request. 

“He asked for $50,000; I told him I can do 
$25,000,” Ata said. 

Ata said he contributed the $25,000 to the 
Blagojevich campaign in July 2003 at a fund- 
raiser held at Navy Pier.

CPS to review

Chicago Public Schools chief Ron Huberman 
said he plans to personally review the case of 
Dan Coyne, the social worker who was hon- 
ored as a humanitarian at a luncheon Thurs- 
day, less than a week after he was told he may 
lose his job. 

In March, Coyne received accolades and 
districtwide attention after he donated a kid- 
ney to a cheerful grocery cashier whose check- 
out line he frequented. 

But on June 11, Coyne opened a letter from 
the Chicago Board of Education that said his 
job was in danger because he had violated the 
district’s residency requirement. Coyne, who 
has lived in Evanston for the past 18 years, said 
he had not lied about his address when seek- 
ing work. 

Huberman said in a statement that the 
action against Coyne was taken at the dis- 
trict level and “did not take into account Mr. 
Coyne’s individual character and personal cir- 
cumstances.” 

“Dan Coyne is a hero in the eyes and hearts 
of everyone who knows about his story and his 
selfless act of kindness,” Huberman said. “He 
serves as a role model for the entire Chicago 
Public Schools community and beyond.” 

Actions regarding Coyne will be frozen 
until the review is complete, the statement 
said. 

Coyne, whose mother died last week of 
pancreatic cancer, attended the annual lun- 
cheon for CPS social workers with his family. 
Myra de la Vega, the woman who received one 
of his kidneys, was there with her children. 

Coyne said he was honored for helping stu- 
dents in Chicago learn about community ser- 
vice and think beyond themselves. 

Coyne splits his time between Ray Elemen- 
tary School and Pershing East Magnet School. 
After Pershing Principal Antonia Hill found 
out Coyne had become a living donor, she had 
Coyne speak to the students about giving in 
unusual ways. 


Riley’s mom rips investigation 


As a not guilty plea was entered this morn- 
ing for Scott Wayne Eby in the murder and 
rape of 3-year-old Riley Fox in 2004, the 
dead girl’s mother called the actions of in- 
vestigators who overlooked key evidence 
“beyond just stupidity.”

ADELAIDE, Australia The first 1 
day Abby Sunderland was 
stranded in the Southern Ocean, 
Australia’s rescue agency chartered 
a jet to fly over the area where her 
emergency beacon was activated. 

The 11-hour flight cost an estimat- 
ed $94,500. 

The second day, after locating her, 
the agency sent another plane to co- 
ordinate her pickup by ships racing 
toward her damaged and drifting 
yacht. 

The Australian military also de- 
ployed two Orion aircraft to wait on 
an Indian Ocean island in case an air- 
drop or further assistance was needed. 

In the meantime, the French ter- 
ritory of Reunion Island diverted three ships to Sun- 
derland’s location. The fishing vessel that reached her 
first lost at least three days of work; a commercial ship 
also sent to her rescue would have added three or four 
days of travel time to its intended destination. 

Her rescue Saturday within two days of setting off 
the emergency call was welcomed in Australia and in 
her home state of California. But amid the well-wish- 
ers on online forums and news sites were many who 
questioned why Australia and France were footing the 
bill for an American teenager’s solo quest.

Who pays for rescue? 


The countries involved in the rescue effort have 
brushed off questions about the cost of the rescue and 
have no plans to seek recompense. Rescues at sea are 
a no-cost agreement under international conventions 
regarding maritime search and rescue operations. 

“That’s not the way the law works,” Federal Trans- 
port Minister Anthony Albanese told reporters on the 
weekend. “The Australian taxpayer at the end of the 
day makes a contribution. But we have to put this in 
context. If there was an Australian lost at sea, we would 
want ... every effort to be made to save that person.”

Fanatics wake up with soccer and beer

Monday morning means one thing for most people: work. 
But this past Monday was different for Chicagoans with 
soccer coursing through their veins. Like Bucktown’s Court- 
ney Stafford-Walter, 23, and Sebastian Arze, 22, who were at 

Wicker Park’s Small Bar drinking beer by 6:30 a.m. as the 

Netherlands-Denmark World Cup match began. 
“Courtney guilt-tripped me into it,” Arze said. “She came 

home at 5:30 in the morning from work and said, ‘I have the 


day off today, let’s go to the bar for soccer.’ It’s not every day 


you hear that from your girlfriend.” 


It’s not every day bars are open early enough to 
chase your coffee with a beer, as Arze did, either. 

Chicago is seven hours behind South Africa, 
and afternoon kickoffs there draw bleary-eyed 
maniacs all over Chicagoland to soccer havens 
like The Globe Pub in North Center, Small 
Bar in Wicker Park and Fado in River North, 
among other places. The soccer-focused bars 
are opening their doors as early as 6 a.m. and 
giving fans a chance to eat, drink and watch 
their heroes kick grass an ocean away. 

But what makes Arze and Stafford-Walter— 
as well as scores of other fanatics watching the 
World Cup—different is they won't settle for 
the living room TV. 

Arze looked comfortable, even though his 
own shift at a nearby Chipotle was a little more 
than an hour away. Arze started with coffee but 
switched to beer after Stafford-Walter ordered 
her second beer. 

Stuart Johnston, 46, owner of the Globe Pub, 
said he’s been planning for the World Cup since 
January, getting new TVs, receivers, dishes, tow- 
els and silverware—so employees don’t have to 
wash dishes during the matches. Like the fans 


camping out at the Globe for the early games, 
Johnston has changed his schedule for the Cup. 

“I am up at 5:30 a.m.,” he said Thursday as 
Mexico vs. France played in the background. 
“The staff has to get to the bar at 5:30 a.m. for 
the morning games. We also do replays of games 
at 4 p.m. and 7 p.m. I get to go home after that.” 

That’s about a 14-hour day, he said. Friday 
should be another long, busy day as the US. team 
faces Slovenia at 8:30 a.m. That’s relatively late 
considering Germany and Serbia play at 6 a.m. 

Around 7:40 a.m. Monday at Small Bar, and 
just after biscuits, beer and a basket of fries ar- 
rived, Denmark’s own-goal in the 48th minute 
sent the bar, filled mostly with orange shirts, into 
hysterics. Server Susan Williams, 26, of Ukraini- 
an Village, almost spilled the massive Thermos 
of coffee she was doling out to patrons. 

“I am only half awake right now,” said Wil- 
liams, who doesn’t follow soccer but doesn’t 
mind watching it. She’d had about three hours 
of sleep and was an hour into her shift—which 
could’ve lasted to 3 p.m., depending on how 
crowded the bar became. 

She was taken aback by the crowd. 


“I am surprised by the strong turnout 
and the high energy,” Williams said. “I un- 
derstand on a weekend, but on a Monday 
morning? It is a workday, and there are this 
many people?” 

Dan Karrow, 36, of Downers Grove, 
who took the 4:55 a.m. Metra train into the 
city and was sipping coffee at Globe Pub, 
answered Williams unknowingly. 

“I am a huge soccer fan,” he said. Kar- 
row played soccer growing up and loves the 
pace and intensity of the game, especially 
on an international level, he said. 

Monday’s bar crowds were diverse: men 
and women, couples and loners, some 
looking joyous and others looking like they 
hadn't yet gone home for the night. Some 
were dressed for work. One guy wore a 
Freddy Adu jersey. Some people wouldn't

talk—at all. They had this look: No one can 
know I’m here. 

“Soccer is really a unique thing,” Kar- 
row said. “What else could bring people 
together at 6 a.m. at a bar?” 

Drew Brambach, who had spent four 
days at River North’s Fado Pub, asked a 
different question. 

“When else could you be at a bar for a 
week straight and not have your wife mad 
at you?” 

Brambach’s wife was in town on busi- 
ness, and instead of visiting Navy Pier or 
Millennium Park, he had watched three 
games a day, morning through afternoon. 

At first, he started with beer, but that 
left him useless by the afternoon, he said. 
So by Tuesday morning’s New Zealand- 
Slovakia match—two hours before his

flight home to Birmingham, Ala.—he had 
switched to juice. 

Down the bar from him sat Wynton 
Moore, 22, a physics graduate student at 
the University of Chicago and a native of 
Dunedin, New Zealand, who got up at 5:30 
a.m. to travel from his Lakeview ’hood to 
see his All Whites play Slovakia. 

He was sipping coffee and seemed in 
good spirits. 

“From what I can tell, we are the under- 
dogs,” Moore said. “Hopefully, we'll score a 
goal and at least tie. I would be happy with 
that result.” 

He plans to watch all of New Zealand’s 
games, he said. 

But Moore seemed bummed at the turn- 
out. He said he was expecting the same 
crowd he experienced at a Manchester 
United vs. Chelsea Champions League 
match. (Think: Cubs vs. Sox in the playoffs). 

Then when New Zealand miraculously 
tied the game, Moore’s self-inflicted in- 
somnia seemed worth it.

U.S. Open’s first round a survival of the fittest 


PEBBLE BEACH, California Tiger Woods and Phil Mick- 
elson couldn't make a birdie and a dozen more play- 
ers got to the top of the leaderboard at the U.S. Open 
only to fall back down. 

The winner on Thursday was prickly Pebble 
Beach, the toughened-up beauty—a wind-blown 
course that tamed Woods and Mickelson and 
drained the momentum from any player who dared 
get too far under par. 

“Tt’s survival,” Tim Clark said after shooting a 72 to 
finish three strokes behind clubhouse leaders Shaun 
Micheel, Paul Casey and Brendon de Jonge. 

Mickelson shot a 4-over-par 75 during a birdie-less 
morning round that included one shot onto the beach 
and another off the rock wall on 18 that went careen- 
ing into the ocean. 

Woods went through the first round without mak- 


ing a birdie either, and this was even though he was 
the only player to hit the first ro greens in regulation. 
He finished 3 over par, five shots behind the leaders. 

Micheel, the 2003 PGA winner, finished fourth 
last week at a tournament that was close to home in 
Memphis, Tenn. His inspired play of late has been in 
honor of his mother, who is in a hospice with cancer. 

“It’s nice, because I’m playing for someone else,” 
Micheel said. “It was always about me, me, me. 
What’s my money list, where am I on the FedEx Cup? 
It doesn’t matter anymore. I love my mom. What do 
you say? She’s hanging in there.” 

With his inspired 2-under 69, capped by a birdie on 
No. 18, Micheel joined Casey as the only two players 
to crack 70. They'll enter Friday’s second round one 
shot ahead of the quartet of K,J. Choi, Mike Weir, Ian 
Poulter and Rafael Cabrera-Bello.

“Birdemic” at the Sundance Film Festival in 
2009 —where it had been rejected, but Nguy- 
en brought it anyway—he had no idea what to 
make of the movie. 

“A lot of things were just astonishingly 
wrong with the film in terms of the audio. I 
think the cut of the movie we saw was even 
worse,” Husney said. “The first 20 minutes of 
this thing, I wasn’t convinced it was real until 
it started to sink in: There is no way that a film 
like this could be faked.” 

Still, Severin picked it up, and sites like 
Twitter, with help from celebrity fans, have 
propelled it. 

“Rainn Wilson has 1.9 million followers,”

The mother of all recent cult movies, “The Room,” was made ina 
deadly serious way but has produced midnight belly laughs for 
seven years. 

For the uninitiated, “The Room’ is a love triangle between 
Johnny (writer-director-producer Tommy Wiseau), his fiance and 
his best friend. It has all the wooden acting, chintzy production 
design, tacky melodrama and choppy edits you might expect. 
But any movie can be bad. “The Room’ is surreal. 

Fans flock to screenings with plastic spoons, which they hurl 
at the screen every time the framed photograph of a spoon in- 
explicably appears in a shot. Recently, “The Room” sold out New 
York’s historic, 1,200-seat Ziegfeld Theatre and the film is set for 
midnight showings at the Music Box on July 16 and Aug. 7. 

Nearly 10,000 people “like” it on Facebook, and there are 
countless tributes and mash-ups on YouTube. But Wiseau insists 
social networks have not made it a worldwide hit; word-of-mouth 
has, he says, and the power of its symbolism. 

“*The Room connects people,” he said. “I think very strongly 
‘The Room eliminates crime in America. Young people, imagine 
what they do before midnight. People always do crazy stuff. If 
you go see ‘The Room, you have a groovy time, you interact.” ap

If 17-year-old Ree Dolly jennifer Lawrence) 
can't find her drug-cooking father, who 
signed away the house to pay his bail bond, 
she'll lose the house she shares with her 
mentally absent mother and younger siblings. 
Ree’s search forces her to confront her 
tough-to-read uncle Teardrop (John Hawkes) 
and a number of other unpleasant people in 
the middle of the Ozarks, where cops are 
called “the law” and the law dictates that you 
don’t ever say nothing about nobody. 

The verdict: Chilling as the woods in the 
dark, this quiet mystery has kindness and 
humanity sprinkled across hopelessness so 
constant you forget to breathe.

Dismissing the Electronic Entertainment 
Expo as just another trade convention is 
like calling Las Vegas just another town in 
Nevada. 

As video

Most important, 

E3 is the place where the industry’s publish- 
ers and developers reveal their brand-new 
gaming wares to the public for the com- 

ing year and beyond. I flew to L.A. to surf 
through the chaos of gaming’s biggest three- 
day party. Here are this year’s hottest trends 
in video games. 


It’s a3-D bonanza 

You didn’t really think movies and TV would 
hog all three dimensions to themselves, did 
you? If this year’s E3 is any indication, 3-D 
gaming will be hopping on the bandwagon 
this fall. Sony announced it’s releasing more 
than two dozen eye-popping 3-D games by 
the end of the year, including titles such as 
“Mortal Kombat” and “Gran Turismo 5.” The 
effects are beyond dazzling, but there is a 
slight catch: Gamers must pony up big bucks 
for a3-D TV to get the full experience. 


4 tiny dimensions 

Expect even more eyeball damage in 2011 
when Nintendo releases the handheld 3DS, 
a 3-D version of its popular DS system. The 
highly anticipated 3DS, a device fanboys at 
E3 were willing to wait in line for up to two 
hours to preview, has a lot going for it. Nin- 
tendo previewed great-looking new “Resi- 
dent Evil” and “Metal Gear Solid” games at 
the show, and the diminutive handheld also 
promises to play 3-D movies in the palm of 
your hand. 


The ’80s and ’90s are back 
Possibly aping Hollywood’s recent obsession 
with the 1980s (“The A-Ieam” or “Karate 
Kid” anyone?), the list of remakes or sequels 
from games of the 1980s and 1990s is quite 
long. New “Zelda,” “NBA Jam,” “Fallout,” 
“Goldeneye” and “Metroid” games are on the 
way, and even the obscure Turbographx-16 
horror game “Splatterhouse” is getting 
slapped with a fresh coat of paint for 2010. 


Get ready to move—a lot 

Nintendo Wii proved that many gamers are 
willing to spare their thumbs as well as a 

few more body parts for game control. Sony 
and Microsoft both are hoping to capitalize 
on the active gamer trend with the Move 
and Kinect—new add-ons for the Playsta- 
tion 3 and Xbox 360, respectively. With its 
bright day-glo bulbs and hyper accurate 
sensors, PlayStation 3’s Move ($49.99 for 
the controller alone, $99.99 for a packaged 
sports bundle) looks and functions like a Wii 
on steroids. Dropping in stores Nov. 4, the 
Xbox 360’s Kinect (price not announced) 
relies solely on a controller-less camera and 
infrared sensor system to capture and mirror 
a player’s body movement.

The exterior of diminutive Noble Square 
newcomer Ruxbin Kitchen doesn’t do much 
to sell the place. The black-washed brick 
corner building is hardly recognizable as a 
restaurant from the street, and the faded 
awning still shows outlines of lettering from 
a previous occupant, Ultimate Beef. 

Then you step inside, and everything 
changes. 

Davide Nanni of Alter Ego Form (you may 
recognize the design aesthetic from Simone’s 
Bar in Pilsen) has tricked out every inch 
of the 38-seat BYOB, and we fear for your 
imagination if you can’t lose yourself in the 
salvaged details: seats from vintage Herman 
Miller chairs rescued from (of all places) a 
police station; frosted glass lifted from the 
DJ booth at recently shuttered West Town

But at some point, 
you'll want to pay atten- 
tion to the food. Drawing on 
flavors near and far (pan-Asian, 
Latin American, French and—oh 
yeah— American), Ruxbin’s globally 
influenced, locally sourced food can only 
be described as bistro fare for a generation 
that’s easily bored with bistro fare. 

It’s been open only a few days, but the 
hands-on approach and contagious, youthful 
enthusiasm of the trio of first-time restaura- 


teurs 


behind the place 

(Vicki Kim and chef Edward Kim, siblings, 
and their childhood friend Jenny Kim, no 
relation) spell good things for the neighbor- 
hood crowd they’re hoping to attract. 


We knew right away that... these three are 
serious. You don’t decoupage the ceiling with 
pages from your personal cookbook collec- 
tion unless you’re in it for the long haul. 

We can’t stop thinking about... the crispy 
eggplant salad ($10). Panko-crusted (“planko- 
crusted,” as our bubbly—and otherwise 
completely on the ball—server kept saying) 
eggplant slices provide crunchy contrast to 
cucumber sticks, roasted yellow beets and 
frisee tossed in cardamom- and honey-scent- 
ed yogurt. It’s a substantial starter, but you'll 
still have room for entrees such as juicy sour 
orange- and garlic-marinated chicken ($17) 
served over golden raisin-studded rice and 


black beans with shaved onion, 
cilantro and supremed oranges. 

We were pleasantly surprised by ... des- 
sert. Ruxbin’s too tiny to have a dedicated 
pastry chef, and that sometimes spells 
trouble. But Edward Kim pulls off two 
enjoyable options ($5 each): dense flourless 
chocolate cake and lime-kissed lychee panna 
cotta topped with a fistful of crunchy toasted 
coconut. 

We wish every restaurant would ... serve 
portions this restrained. Those desserts were 
a perfect few bites, exactly what we need to 
end a meal—but no more. (Go figure: Appro- 
priate portions make for appropriate prices! 
It’s mathematically impossible to spend 
more than $40 ona three-course meal here.) 

We’d take a pass on... the K-Town empana- 
das ($7), stuffed with the unlikely combo 
of kimchee and Oaxacan cheese. It doesn’t 
seem to happen often, but when Ruxbin’s

professed Korean-Mexican-French influences 
take an unmarked turn into outright fusion ... 
look out! Less forced marriages —a heap of Japa- 
nese togarashi-spiced frites atop very French 
mussels in white wine and herb broth ($16, left), 
for example—are more successful. 

Don’t forget... the booze. But if you do, no 
worries. Lush Wine & Spirits and the Noble 
Grape are just around the corner. Both have 
copies of Ruxbin’s menu and will deliver. 

We were stumped by... the bathroom door. 
Yes, bathroom door. An owner came to our 
rescue, explaining that it was (duh) a repurposed 
darkroom door. Then we spun in and out with 
ease — after lingering longer than appropriate as 
we pored over the dizzying collection of concert 
poster art that papers the bathroom walls. 

We're already planning our return trip for... a 
chance to size up the evolving menu. The lineup 
won't change daily or even weekly, but we’re told 
to expect seasonal updates and specials.

To say Ojo de Agua (2235 N. Western 
Ave. 773-235-8807) has competition 
is an understatement. The month- 
old torta and taco joint lies on the 
Bucktown side of Western Avenue, 
on the border of two “hoods nearly 
saturated with Mexican eateries. Just 
down the street, there’s Las Asadas, 
where folks line up at the counter 

for tacos. Up the street and around 
the corner, there’s Estrella Negra, cut 
from a much different cloth but able 
to make a mean burrito all the same. 
Within walking distance, you'll find at 
least a half-dozen others. To survive in 
these parts, you’ve got to bring your 
A-game. 

The food: So what are Ojo de 
Agua’s chances? Based on tacos: fair. 
Based on tortas: excellent. The tacos 
($1.79 each) aren't bad, and the things 
they have going for them—unusually 
generous portions of meat, proper 
garnishes, and fresh house-made tor- 
tillas—do set them apart from some 
spots in the area. But the tortas ($6.25 
each), two-fisted sandwiches stuffed 
so roundly they require paper wrap- 
pers to keep their accoutrements from 
tumbling into your lap, have staying 
power.

Estrada and his wife, Yolanda, 
collaborate on equally comforting 
house-made desserts, in similarly
